The 1915 yield from this district was the largest in {ts history, says the
L | Survey. All the ore was shipped to smelters, The avernge ssaay
per ton for the district in 1915 was gold, (,L1171 ounee, silver 4.06 ounces, and
copper 211 per cent. The principul producing mine was the Eighty-five.
This company curtailed ity produetion during the early part of 1015 on sc-
count of the unsettled condition of the copper market during that period,
but during the later part of tho year shipped the largest quantity of ore in
ita history. In October this company took over the property of the Atwood
Mining Co. In addition te its mining operations, the company did a large
amount of underground devolopment and exploration work with core drilis.
Other producing mines were the Atwood, Battleship, Bonnky, Carie, Dundes,
Eldorado, Nellie Bly, Ontario, Robert E. Lee, Trinngle, nnd Waldo-Bean,

The ore bearing lodes of the district occur as flssures in a Diorite soun-
try rock changing at places to andesite and andesite-porphyry. Thers are
at {rregular intervals intrusionr of the diorite into the andesite. Wherever
these intrusions oceur the ore in genemilly in large quantities and of high
values, The fracturing in the magma, bringing about the flssure veins, has
evidently been the result of sscending gases and imternal eruptign. Later,
descending solutions percolating through the silicious vein filling has depos-
ited the mineral. This is mors filly verified by the fact that the higher gold
and silver values are noarer the surface. There haa been no intricate fault-
ing on the property of the 86 Mining Company although a slight shearing
bhas taken place. The dip of the BS vein is 76 degrees southwest and the
strike is north 40 degrées east. The width of the vein varies from five foot
to fifteen feet and the total values range from $7 to $16 per ton. The char-
scter of the 86 mine ore |8 ovides, chlorides and sulphides with occasional
high grade chalcovite pockets occurring as ore shoots in the vein,

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Geology and Ores
The Pyramid range of mounisains appears to have had its birth
toward the close of the Tertiary. The foeal point of dynamical en-
ergy was centered about Pyramid Peak, from which the range of
mountains took its name,

The principal eruptions forming the chief country rock is ande-
site. This type of rock is general throughout the range, and fre-
quently has & grandlar and crystaline structure, passing into
sphanitic and fuidal phasea.

In the central and northwest part of the mining area the rocks
are more corssely crystaline, with phenocryats of feldspar., Some
carboniferous limestone exists n few miles to the south and southeast
of Pyramid Peak,

There seema to be two general types of veins or zones in and
along which the metallic values have sogrogated:

(1) True flasure.

(2) Sheared or shattered zone.

In sither case the mineralization is apparently from below; that
Is, nscending mineral-bearing solutions of hot water. In view of this
fact there ean be no question sbout extreme depth to the deposits.
Therefore the primary ored exist as wulphides. The oxidised ores
will doubtless continue, in most parts of the region, to a depth of
400 feet, and oven more in some instances. Bubsequent netion of
decending oxygenated water has sltered the primary sulphides near
the wurface and re-deposited the metallic compounds at greater
depths, forming =ones of secondary enrichment. This sction has been
general throughout the region. Closer study of these deposits tends
to the belief that most of the ores huve been dissolved and re-deposited
many times before reaching their present position, thus receding
in direct ratio aa encronchment by erosion advances,

The economic ores of the region are thoss of copper, silver,
lead and gold; their importance is taken in the order named. In the
earlier surface mining silver held first place; but in the Inter desper
workinga most of the values seem to have a general tendency toward
that of copper.

The most favorable aspect of the region is noted in the gradual
enrichment ¢f the ores at depth. In every property where a depth of
300 feet or more has been reached the ores are uniformly of highor
grade and less ailicious in character than in the more shallow work-
ings, Stimulated by this fact, those who have the courage and the
capital to prosecute work at depth need have but little fear of the
ultimate outcome, provided the work is intelligently directed.

The Lordsburg region is composed of two districts, vix.:
Pyramid and Virginia,

Pyramid district occupies the country about the base of Pyramid
Peak, while the Virginin comprises the district farther to the north,
and embraces everything lying between the Pyramid district and the
Southern Pacifie tracks. _

Concluding Remarks

Taking all in all, the Lordsburg mining region is one of merit
and well worth the attention of capital secking mining investments.
The aurface showing is splendid. The deeper workings are uniformly
paying properties. An excellent climate, splendid ruilway facilities,
cheap labor, convenient to smelters—are all factors to be desired in
successful mining operationa.
